growing accident rate, But statistics 
how show that these fears were 


groundless, 


In an insurance study of over 10,000 

typical passenger car owners, segre- 
gated by the age of the car, it was 
found that drivers of three-year-old 
models had a higher percentage of ac- 
cidents than any other group. Cars 
from sixteen to twenty-two years of 
age showed the lowest accident ratio 
There was no indication that the age 
of a ear alone has any relation to the 
number of accidents, 
In one stale which investigated 
63,931 involved in personal in- 
jury accidents, only 2.7 pec cent were 
found to be mechanically defective. Of 
the total number, 47 per cent were 
less than five years old and 39 per 
cent over five years old. 

But what about 

Nearly 40 per cent were found to 
have been violating the rules of the 
road ... speeding, cutting in, passing 
on curves, On dhe Wrong side, or on 
hills. In addition, over 1,000 were clas- 
sified as drivin while intoxicated, fall- 
ing asleep at the wheel or otherwise 
impaired. 

These statistics point to two unes- 
capable conclusions, First, that acct- 
dents happen as often to the drivers 
of new models as to old. Secondly, the 
majority of cars involved in accidents 
are found to be in safe mechanical 
condition. It is therefore the DRIVER 
and not the car that is the determin- 
ing factor. 

Drivers from 16 to 20 years of age 
‘have nine many accidents 
as any other comparable group. This 
clearly indicates that early driving in- 
structions, preferably as a part of the 
high school curriculum, will pay sub- 
stantial dividends in accident 
rates. Indeed, cities and states where 
it has been tried report spectacular 
reduction in accident ratios at the 
younger ages.
